An open letter from the Editors of 
World's Work to the Farmers of Iowa 
contains a warning: 
“ Would it not be worth while

manufacturers are ever striving for 
more foreign markets and increasing 
their numbers and power? 
If you do 
give up foreign trade and curtail pro­ 
duction it will not take long for this 
policy to make the farmer so impot­ 
ent politically that he will have to ac­ 
cept such conditions as the cities dic­ 
tate, and those are not likely to in-

price of food. 
You will

With Col. Clay as chairman of the 
Audrian County Central Committee, 
the first “Champ Clark for President 
Club” in the United States was form­ 
ed in the heart of the Ninth Missou­ 
ri, Champ’s own district, which sent 
him repeatedly to Washington as its 
representative. 
Here, too, aftew the Baltimore con­ 
vention in 1912, where, on the forty- 
sixth ballot, Woodrow Wilson 
was 
nominated, and the early Clark ma­ 
jority had been dissipated, the club 
was reformed, 
and “th< 
Colonel”, 
who had announced 
his 
candidacy 
for the congressional position 
that 
Clark was expected to vacate in his 
race for the highest 
office 
in 
the 
highest office in the land, withdrew. 
The “Wilson for 
President, 
Clark 
for Congress and the Speaker’s Chair 
Club” was then 
formed 
from 
the 
previous “Clark for President Club”. 
To it, as the years passed, came an 
interrupted succession 
of Missouri’s 
chief executives from Thomas T. Crit­ 
tenden in 1881, through John S. Mar- 
maduke, Albert P. Morehouse, David 
R. Francis, William J. Stone, Alexan­ 
der M. Dockery, Joseph W. Folk, and 
Will S. Cowherd,* Democratic nomi­ 
nee, defeated by Washington Univer­ 
sity's present chancellor, Hadley, in 
1908 as the first Republican Gover­ 
nor since the Civil War. 
In it, Green Clay, member of 
a 
branch of the Henry Clay 
family, 
and a son of Brutus Clay, and grand­ 
son of Gen. Green Clay, veteran 
of 
the war of 1912, met his friends. 
He seldom sought public office, ex­ 
cept for two term s in the 35th 
and 
36th General Assemblies as Senator 
from the Eleventh District, 1889-1893, 
and a single term in the 42d General 
Assembly from Audrain County 
in 
1903. 
He died on 
the 
eve of 
the 
Wilson victory in 1912. 
A graduate of Yale University in 
1859, and of the Harvard School of 
Law in 1861, Green Clay was secre­ 
tary of legation to his 
uncle, Gen. 
Cassius Clay, American minister, to 
Russia, and served four years as le­ 
gation secretary in Florence, Italy. 
One of the heirlooms to be saved 
from fire is the portrait of Czar Alex­ 
ander II, assassinated in 1883, made 
by Chepraodo in 1858. This portrait, 
a gift from the Russian Czar, was 
exhibited at world’s fairs in Chicago 
and St. Louis in 1893 and 1904. 
Until his death in the heat of the 
1912 presidential 
campaign, Colonel 
Clay asked nothing more than 
that 
his home should be the local political 
stamping ground for the leaders 
of 
his party, though the visits of

men as “Uncle Joe” Cannon, famous 
Illinoisan and former Speaker of the 
House, bespoke his broad friendships.

The 
paving was put down, and I am sure 
no one but what thinks that it is bet­ 
ter now than before. 
The m atter of cleaning up the clos­ 
ets of the town was taken up 
and 
the people made to put in cesspools 
where we did not have them in 
the 
business 
section. 
Who 
would 
go 
back to the old way? 
The m atter of paving other streets 
was taken up and pushed with com­ 
mittees working with the council, and 
getting petitions 
signed 
and -the 
streets that are now paved and 
the 
only ones that have been paved, are 
the ones that were put through 
by 
the Chamber of Commerce. 
Additional sewerage was put in by 
the help of the Chamber of 
Com­ 
merce, as the records show the may­ 
or came to the Chamber, asking their 
help to get it ovre. 
The Chamber fostered 
and 
aided 
the farmers Clubs and Boys’ 
Corn 
Growing Clubs, and 
other 
work of 
the farmers. In fact, were the prime 
movers in everything that has been 
originated here for the farmers, 
as 
well as merchants. 
In February, 1917, the first move 
was begun to get a shoe factory. 
In December, 1916 
a 
Committee 
was appointed by the Chairman 
oi 
the Chamber that made possible our 
hard road system in this part of the 
State before the other 
sections 
of 
Missouri had roads. 
In June, 1922, the m atter of sew­ 
erage was taken up by the Chamber, 
a long time before we got it, but

Al­ 
though more than half of the world’s 
cotton crop grows on American soil 
and a third of all the cotton in fore­ 
ign mills is produced in 
American 
gins, American manufacturers 
get 
exceedingly nervous if a few dusky 
Egyptian planters decide to make it 
lentils and beans this year instead of 
cotton. 
The reason is that there is cotton 
and cotton. The kind that grows un 
der Egypt's desert sun has the long­ 
est, finest fibers of any in the world, 
except the Sea Island cotton, which 
grows in small quantities in the West 
Indies. 
American manufacturers like 
to use it for cord tires and tire fab 
ric, and it is also used in making very 
fine cotton goods. 
The Egyptian Government, which 
regulates all agriculture, through the 
simple fact that it can turn off 
the 
water in its irrigation canals by 
mere twist of the wrist, occasionally 
deems it advisable to take a tuck or 
two in the cotton acreage. 
This has 
been done a t least twice in the last 10 
years, U. S. Department of Commerce 
officials say. And now, they say, re­ 
strictions have been proposed for the 
1926 crop which will be planted this 
spring. 
A statem ent of Secretary Hoover 
to a congressional committee inves 
tigating foreign monopolies that con­ 
trol American necessaries is as fol­ 
lows: 
“The motives behind 
the restric­ 
tion of acreage may be atributable to 
one of two jreasons, or possibly both 
Cotton in Egypt is raised under irri 
gation depending on the reservoirs 
of the upper Nile, and from time to 
time there 
are shortages of water 
and we may consider this the cause 
However, there appears to be no such 
condition 
existing 
at 
the present 
time, and there is reason to believe 
that the intention to restrict acreage 
during the coming season is 
baser 
upon the desire to influence prices”. 
Although the United States raises 
a small amount of Egyptian cotton of 
its own in Arizona and California, it 
has not been as popular as the 
im 
ported kind. 
Spinners claimed 
the 
American long staple or pima cot 
ton could not be worked as well be 
cause it was not as carefully handled 
as that from Egypt. At any rate the 
demand tapered off, and the produc 
tion of pima cotton 
dwindled from 
more than 90,000 bales 
in 
1920 to 
about 4000 in 1924. 
There is no real reason why 
the 
United States should be dependent on 
Egypt for this product, in case 
of 
need. The climate and length of sea 
son in Arizona is very much as it is 
in Egypt.

Egypt has cheap labor 
and can compete successfully in spit 
of transportation ra|es.

Egypt, it must be remembered that it 
is a country that has to maintain it­

bring comparative economic comforts 
to the 14,000,000 people that crowd 
the narrow valley of the Nile. 
Al­ 
though the area under Egyptian rule 
is more than 
¡00,444 square miles 
only some 12,000 square 
miles 
is 
arable. 
It is always possible 
to 
increase 
this farm land by more extensive ir­ 
rigation, limited, of course, by 
the 
amount of the Nile can supply. Thou­ 
sands of years before

Christ, and back in the days of Tut- 
ankhame, irrigation was practiced in 
Egypt.

A graduate of Yale University in 
1859, and of the Harvard School of 
Iaw in 1861,-Green Clay was secre­ 
tary of legation to his 
uncle, Gen. 
Cassius Clay, American minister, to 
Russia, and served four years as le­ 
gation secretary in Florence, Italy. 
One of the heirlooms to be saved 
from fire is the portrait of Czar Alex­ 
ander II, assassinated in 1883, made 
by Chepraodo in 1858. 
This portrait, 
a gift from the Russian Czar, was 
exhibited at world’s fairs in Chicago 
and St. Louis in 1893 and 1904. 
Until his death in the heat of the 
1912 presidential 
campaign, Colonel 
Clay asked nothing more than 
that 
his home should be the local political 
stamping ground for the leaders 
of 
his party, though the visits of 
such 
men as “Uncle Joe" Cannon, famous 
Illinoisan and former Speaker of the 
House, bespoke his broad friendships.

and n third of all the cotton in fore­ 
ign mills is produced in 
American 
gins, American manufacturers 
get 
exceedingly nervous if a few dusky 
Egyptian planters decide to make it 
lentils and beans this year instead of 
cotton. 
The reason is that there is cotton 
and cotton. 
The kind that grows un­ 
der E gypt’s desert sun hns the long­ 
est, finest fibers of any in the world, 
except the Sea Island cotton, which 
grows in small quantities in the West 
Indies. 
American manufacturers like 
to use it for cord tires and tire fab­ 
ric, and it is also used in making very 
fine cotton goods. 
The Egyptian Government, which 
regulates all agriculture, through the 
simple fact that it can turn off 
the 
water in its irrigation canals by 
a 
mere twist of the wrist, occasionally 
deems it advisable to take a tuck or 
two in the cotton acreage. 
This has 
been done at least twice in the last 10 
years, U. S. Department of Commerce 
officials say. 
And now, they say, re­ 
strictions have been proposed for the 
1926 crop which will be planted this 
spring. 
A statement of Secretary Hoover 
to a congressional committee inves­ 
tigating foreign monopolies that con­ 
trol American necessaries is as fol­ 
lows: 
The motives behind 
the restric­ 
tion of acreage may be atributable to 
one of two reasons, or possibly both. 
Cotton in Egypt is raised under irri­ 
gation depending on the reservoirs 
of the upper Nile, and from time to 
time there 
are 
shortages of water, 
and we may consider this the cause. 
However, there appears to be no such 
condition 
existing 
at

time, and there is reason to believe 
that the intention to restrict acreage 
during the coming season is

upon the desire to influence prices”.
